Idghtfoot were 
awakened, that the fire must have 
been smoldering for some time.

was communicated from the base- 
ment through the floor and parti- 
tions of the parlor, directly above 
the boilers which furnished the 
steam heat. 


Bbth Mr. Bass and Mr. Idghtfoot 


are inclined to the impression that 
the watchman must have been dozing 
in his cfcair, though Mr. Bass says 
the young man is presumed to be 
thoroughly reliable. 
HicCarty told 


a reporter for The Sentinel today that 
he hdl visited the main boiler room 
not'fflore than forty minutes before 
Mr. Bass appeared after detecting 
the smoke «nd that there was no in* 
dication of trouble at that time. He 
also aays he netted an increase of gas 
in tHe small boiler room, but did not 
deem it of sufficient con-sequence to 
endanger the house. 


ESCAPE WAS HURBIED. 


Mr* Lightfoot, when aroused by 


the presence of smoke, hurriedly 
anatched some clothing and went to 
arouse the other sleepers. Mr. Lighit- 
foot himself was but 
partially 


dressed and he made the run through 
the snow to the farm house in his 
bare feet. Mis. Bass ht(a barely time 
to don some scant attire, grasp her 
(ewels and was persuaded to don Mr. 
Lightfoot's overcoat. Miss Bass and 
Miss Irene fimith were more fortu- 
nate in saving their clothing, as 
weie also the servants. One or two 
other servants, employed at the 
house but sleeping at their homes,, 
lost clothing, watches and small 
amounts of money. Practically every 
dress owned by Mrs. Bass was burn- 
ed, and Mr. Bass himself today is 
wearing what he says is "the only 
suit of clothes- he had on earth," 
Despite the loss, the excitement and 
the nervous strain of the ordeal, 
members of the household! express 
thete gratitude that all escaped alive 
and they are able to see some gleam 
of humor in the unrpleasanft incidents 
attending the blaze* .

000, it was 'decided 'to elect a new 
treasurer tomorrow nigSut to succeed 
KeJiry It. 'Andrews, w'ho was cashier 
of the City bank. The directors of 
the wrecked bank were on Treasurer 
Andrews' bond an'd Dhe board will 
proceed as saon (as possible to collect 
the bank's indebtedness to^ it from 
Hie bontism&n. Arrangeanen'ts wsre 
made ta Secure funds from the city 
treasury for current expenses. 


Mr. Andrews was arrested last 


evening on a warrant charging him 
with "willfully, fraudulently and 
knowingly" securing from the bank 
without security and without the 
knowledge of the other directors a 
sum exceeding $1,000,000.

released on the surprisingly small 
bail of »10,000.
